He will be paid about $15,000 for 
his six months at’ Georgetown, the 
sources said. As secretary of state, he 
earns $63,0C0 a year, Kissinger also 
reportediy has received lucrative of- 
fers from publishers for his memoirs. 
_-Two Kissinger staff aides, Peter 
Rodman and Rosemary Niehuss, are 
coming with him to Georgetown as re- 
search assistants, also with six-month 
appointments at half their govern. 
ment salaries.

One prominent official of the re- 
search center is Ray S. Cline, a for- 
mer deputy director of the CIA who 
guit his post as intelligence and re- 
search director of the State Depart- 
ment in 1973 because of policy disa- 
greements with Kissinger. In books 
and articles since then, he has 
charged that the international posi- 
tion of the United States is declining 
and that the benefits of detente with 
the Soviet Union. have been oversold 
to the American public. 

The center’s chairman is David Ab- 
shire, a former assistant secretary of 
state for congressional relations, who 


‘made the arrangements for Kissing- 


er’s six-month appointment, 

The strategic studies institute 
Started in 1962 as a strongly conserva- 
tive collection of academics, but in re- 
cent years its staff and studics have 
become much more diverse. 


Besides doing his own research and 
writing, Kissinger is expected to take 
part in two major conferences this 
year sponsored by the institute. 

At the foreign service school, he is 
scheduled to give two major lectures 
and take part in one seminar meeting. 
He will not meet regularly with any 
students, but the sources said he will 
talk with some of them “occasionally.” 
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
